The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a mobile terminal device for transferring capability information, 
comprising means for storing the capability information of the device in the memory of the 
mobile terminal, means for preparing a message for transmission comprising processing 
according to a specific protocol stack, means for transmitting the message comprising a header 
part and a payload part, wherein the mobile terminal device further comprises means for 
packing the capability information into the payload part of the message before the message is 
transferred to the protocol stack and wherein said message is transmitted without separate 
request, as recited in independent claims 1, 7 and 12.
